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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 21-40 contain allowable subject matter over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention is directed to an audio-visual program editing process. The 
independent claims identify the feature of " memorizing each image source, each image 
part and each display format of the combined image and displaying the combined 
image, in the course of which, the display of each image part is automatically 
refreshed ". The closest prior art, Norton discloses a conventional video editing 
apparatus, either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations obvious.
